Andreas and Marie Charlotte Brennecke langbein arrived in 
Texas from Gross i'/antzleben near Madgeburg, Prussia, on the ship 
"Priedrich Grosse." It sailed from Bremen to Galveston landing 
on 1b October 1853. 

Family members sailing with Andreas and Marie C. Langbein were 
their five children: Marie, 9; Charlotte, 7; August, Carl, 3; 
and. Gastav, 7 months. 

The Langbeins were taken by schooner to Indianola and from 
there. by ox team to New Braunfels. 

Andreas langbein purchased lana for their first home in Anerina 
in 1 85^4- — three months after they arrived in Comal County. 

One of the main events of the 1850' s in the United States of 
America, the land which the Langbeins haa chosen for their new home, 
was Texas being admitted to the Union. The young nation was ex- 
panding and growing as other states also joined the Union. An 
important worla event was the laying of tne Atlantic cable and the 
sending of the first cablegram. Direct communications between the 
nations of tne worid had been erstablisheu. 

The new decade of the 1 860 ' s brought significant years in the 
history of the Langbein family. These early pioneer years meant 
hard work for the family. Ail members helped to build the home on 
undeveloped land, clear the land to farm, and to build barns and 
fences to contain livestock. At first, brush was used to buiid 
the "fences," but later miles of- rock fences were built by hauling 
rocks upon rocks. In spite of precautions, Indians often stole 
livestock and grain. 

The Langbein family increased from five to eight children. 
Wilheim, Robert, and Emma were born in Comal Co. 

f'arie, the eldest langbein daughter, now 21 years of age, 
marrieu Henry Kramm in 1865. She and Henry bought land and built 
a log' home in the Pieper Settlement (later called Bulverde) also 
in Comal Co. Marie and Henry Kramm's two children, Hermine born 
in 1866 and Carl born in 1868, were the first of the second genera- 
tion of Langbein descenaents in Texas-

The 1860's brougnt sadness to tne Langbein family and to the 
nation. After only l± years of marriage, Henry Kramm, Marie Lang- 
bein's husband, was killed in an accident and their new-born infar 
died shortly thereafter.

Deep additional sorrow befell the nation 
through the assassination of its president, Abraham Lincoln.

In due time each of the Langbein children married and pur- 
ed land from their parents. 



The progressive decade of the 1870's brought 
important developments to the nation which were 
to affect the lives of all people. The typewrit- 
er was introduced; the. telephone was patented; 
the phonograph was invented; and the electric 
light bulb waa perfected. 

The 1880's mark the first of the third 
generation of Langbein descendants. Carl 
Bauer was born in 1882. The second genera- 
tion continued to grow. 

The settlers developed a life style to suit their needs. It 
was hard work with little time for relaxation or play; but with 
determination and trust in God, the Langbein family became large 
land owners and respected civic-minded citizens. 

Social events included the Schuetzenvereine (Shooting Clubs). 
The picture of the Schuetzenverein on the following page includes 
four Langbeins, all seated on the front row. Left is Robert 
with Carl next to him. The second from the far right is Gustav 
with August next to him, holding the gun.

Ma^ie Langbein Kramm married Wilhelm Weidner on 15 Oct 1871. 
The witnesses were H. Kabelmacher and A. Pieper. Chas. Ohlrich, 
Justice of Peace Precinct #3, Comal Co., performed the vows. 
Marie's two children, Hermine Kramm and Carl Kramm, were 5 and 3 
years of age. 

Wilhelm Weidner had come to Texas in 1 85I4. with his father, Fried- 
rich Lebrecht Weidner, and stepmother Priedricke nee Lonatsch or 
Lommatsch Weidner when he was 18 years of age on the ship 'tJalliott 
Concordia. " 

Young Hermann Weidner was 3 years of age when his father married 
Marie Langbein Kramm. 

At first Marie and Wilhelm lived in the log house on the banks 
of the Cibolo built by Heinrich Kramm, Marie's first husband. In 
1875 a two-story dressed rock house was constructed on the land 
she owned on the east side of Heinrich Voges. This new house was 
designed after the home of the Weidner family in Oberlichtenau, 
Saxony. The rock was hauled to the site from a quarry in the Cibo- 
lo Creek. According to legend, professional stone masons constructed 
the house. 

The downstairs of the new house comprised two large rooms with 
a stairway leading to the second floor. The second floor which 
was not divided up into smaller rooms until later, also contained 
a stairway which led up to the attic. All walls, which were 18 
inches thick, were plastered with caliche and straw, as was the 
custom in this area. All windows had outside wooden blinds. The 
roof was of cypress shingles and the floors in every room were of 
wide cypress boards. 

The log house was moved from the Cibolo Creek location and was 
incorporated with the rock house. The log house formed the kitchen, 
dining room, and bedroom. Its porch formed an entrance hall. The- 
attic of the log house was used for sleeping quarters. An outside 
stairway led to a door in the north end of this attic for access to 
the sleeping quarters. 

At first water was hauled from the Cibolo. Then cisterns were 
dug to catch rain water. Later wells were drilled and earthen 
water tanks dug. 

Rock fences around the acreage were built as well as rock fences 
for corrals. 

Comal County deeds records show in Vol. V, page 375, that William 
Weidner bought land from Carl Kramm and Hermine Kramm Bauer, the 
oniy^urviving children of Heinrich Kramm and Mane on 13 Aug 1890.

OTHER MARRIAGES 

?riedrich "Wilhelm" Weidner wife #2: 
Marie Langbein Kramm 



Wilhelm Weidner served as one of the first trustees ^ of the 

Herrera school community when it was organized in 1 689 in Buiverde. 

In 1380 the Pieper Settlement had been renamed "Buiverde" after the 
surveyor, Luciano Bulverdo. 

Wilhelm Weidner was the first county commissioner of Comal 
County, Precinct No. 3» 

Wilhelm Weidner was a member of the Voges Valley Schutzenverein 
(Shooting Club) and the Farmerverein. 

My grandfather, Wilhelm V/eidner, died on 21 Jan 1 908 and is 
buried on the homestead in Buiverde. I never knew my grandfather, 
but he must have been a proud and wonderful person from the heri- 
tage reflected in his home and family. 



MARIE LANGBEIN KRAMM WEIDNER 



My grandmother, Marie Langbein Kramm Weidner, was affectionately 
called "Grossie" which is short for "Grossmutter" (Grandmother.) 
She was small and chubby. Her hair was parted in the center with 
braids pinned around the back: of her head. She wore two yellow 
gold identical wedding bands and gold loop earrings. Her Sunday 

dress was a dark silk, with, velvet and lace trim, and pretty but- 
tons. The petticoats were taffeta and made a shwissy sound when 
she walked. A favorite dress for at home was a black and white 
tiny-checked gingham, a pretty apron, and a red bandana handker- 
chief tied around her neck or over her head. 

She had an imaginable and interesting mind. On one of my mid- 
morning visits to her house, I remember her asking me to check the 
woodpecker who was pecking away on a limb of a tree in front of 
her house. She cheerfully said, "He is dressed just as I am, with 
his black and white checked feathers, white breast, and red head." 
With her red bandana carefully tied over her head, she was right— 
the woodpecker and she were dressed alike. 

Grossie was an excellent cook, who baked delicious sourdough 
bread and coffee cake. The coffee cake was her favorite sweet. 
She roasted coffee beans to make the coffee fresh in a coffee grinder 
each time before coffee was cooked with water in a pot — This was 
before perculators and drip coffee were known. 

Grossie loved flowers and grew many varieties. She was espec- 
ially fond of her Christmas Lobster. A special flower bed always 
held pansies, the tiny, monkey-faced kind. Another bed always had 
red carnations. The flower beds were designed into various shapes 
and sizes with walking trails between. Borders for the beds were 
made from discarded thick glass bottles. All of us children spent 
many hours helping to water and weed and spade the beds. She had 
a wooden yoke which fitted over her shoulders; on each side was 
hung a bucket of water to carry the water where it was needed. It 
was very carefully dipped out of the buckets with a very long-hand- 
led large size tin cup". Water was always in short supply and never 
a drop was wasted. 

On the south side of her neat rock home, my father, Gustav 
Weidner, built hera cement-lined celler in which to winter her many 
pot plants. The roof was balanced on weights so it could easily 
be raised to let in the warm sun or lowered for protection against 
a freeze. Grossie' s love and tender care for flowers taught us to 
also love and appreciate them. 

Grossie had a bar of German sweet chocolate in a certain drawer 
in the kitchen. She would zive us children one square, as a special 
treat, when we did some thine nice for her such as bringing m drink- 
ing water, mail, milk, or firewood. We always did this when the 
weather was cold or rainy. My brother, Arthur Weidner, spadea her 
garden. If he did a. very good job, he received 2Si for the wor*. 
We were taught, though, ' to do nice things, never expecting rewaras, 
and since Grossie was nice to us, we enjoyed being nice to her. 



Grcssie's kind nature was apparent in her treating the sic*. 
She had learned many home remedies from her sister-in-law, Johanna 
Kramm Pieper. Many cf these cures were passed on to my mother, 
Hulda Pfeuffer 7/eidner. Various herbs and roots were prepared for 
medicine and for body-strengthening tonics as well as salves for 
sores and infections. Cold packs were often used. These were 
strips of linen cloth dipped in water and wrapped arouna tne af fee tea 
part' of the body. These" cloths were then wrapped again with woolen 
cloths. A whole body pack was given using a wet sheet and covering 
the ill with blankets. The theory was that the ensuing perspiration 
would draw the Doison from the body— and it usually worked. The 
good old sitz bath was used and always helped. Mustard poultices 
were a cure for chest colds and pneumonia. 

Additional remedies included: "Tausend-gildenkraut, " a weed 
with pink flowers which was gathered in the spring and then hung 
in bunches to dry. A tea was made from this. Camomile, another 
tea, was made from weeds, also, and was a good remedy for practi- 
cally any ailment. Honey with iemcn added helped a sore, tnroar. 
Honey was also used to prevent infection when -placed on a cut. 
These and other remedies must have worked, for we never came down 
with colds or the flu. 

G-rossie was always interested in world news. 'Our family shared 
the daily newsoaper with her. She subscribed to two weekly German 
newspapers and also to the "Hausfrau," a monthly magazine wmcn was 
read from cover to cover. 

Grossie had a good supply of German poetry books which were 
read to me over and over as a small child. I lovea her for taking 
the time to read to me and I soon knew every line m those books 
by memory. 

Grossie was always busy; her hands were never idle. She had a 
spinning wheel which I remember watching her use. Host of her 
spare time was spent knitting. She could knit and read the news- 
naper or magazine at the same time. Her grandchildren were tne re- 
cipients of her knitted long, black stockings. They were of tne best 
Quality. I don't remember owning any other stockings when growing 
up. Everybody wore long, black stockings then, since tha, was the 
style. 

My father kept a horse named "Duke" and a buggy for srandmother 
to visit her relatives and many friends in tne community. Jpon near- 
tL of the Sirth of a child, Grossie often rode there m ner buggy 
and suggested a name for the newborn. Usually her suggestions were 
gladly taken.

Gustav belonged to the German Farmer Verien, which is a mutual 
farmer insurance, and the Benevolent and Protective Order of Elks 
Lodge No. 216 in San Antonio. 

Hulda Weidner, my mother, was a talented homemaker, always well- 
organized in her endeavors. She raised several hundred white leg- 
horn chicks every year. She sold several cases of eggs ana pounds 
of fresh home-made" butter every week. She had a large vegetacie 
garden, canning vegetables and various kinds of fruit from tne 
orchard every season. 

My mother was very artistic, talented in crcchetting. She 
crochetted bedspreads, tablecloths, and afghans for her children 
and grandchildren. An excellent seamstress, she sewed axl our 
clothes by patterns she designed herself. 

Mother and father were devoted, forgiving, kind, and in harmony 
with each other.

TEMPLE BAILEY'S PARABLE ON MOTHERHOOD 



The young mother set her foot on the path of life. "Is the 
Way long?" ehe aaked. And her guide said, "Yes, and the way 
is hard. And you will be old before you reach the end of it. 
But the end will be better than the beginning . " But the young 
mother was happy and she would not believe that anything could 
be better than these years. So she played with her children 
and gathered flowers for them along the way and bathed with them 
in the clear streams; and the sun shone on them and life was good, 
and the young mother cried, "Nothing will ever be lovelier than 
this. " 

Then night came, and storm, and the path was dark and the 
children shook with fear and cold, and the mother drew them close 
and covered them with her mantle and the children said, "0 mother, 
we are not afraid, for you are near, and no harm can come" and the 
mother said, "This is better than the brightness of day, for I 
have taught my children courage." 

And the morning came, and there was a hill ahead and the children 
olimbed and grew weary and the mother was weary, but at all times she 
said to the children, "A little patience and we are there."

Henry Voges Jr., son of Henry Sophie Ehlers Voges Sr., came 
to Texas in 1 81|5 from Oberg Hildesheim, Hanover. Sophie Ehlers 
was born in Bettmar near Brunswich. 

Charlotte Langbein and Henry Voges Jr. located on the east 
side of the Cibolo Creek in the Peiper Settlement. They purchased 
land and built a log house close to Cibolo Creek. It was tne 
practice of the times to live close to a source of water. The 
water was hauled or carried from the creek for home and animal 
use. Later, a bigger house was built on a higher location. 
Henry Voges Jr. was active in civic development. He is listed 
as one of the first trustees of the Herrera School Community which 
was organized in 1888. Henry and Fritz Voges (a cousin) owned 
the first thrashing machine in the community. Henry owned the 
third cotton gin and also a mercantile business in the same com- 
munity.
